Sharp and Sudden Bulge in Pork at
Chicago Causes Very Heavy Trading,

Wide Fluctuations in Prices for Provisions
—Grain Sells O Almost a Cent—
“Pears” Had a Dull Victory,,

Considerable Trading Among the Favorites
on the New York Exchange.

NEW YORK, Aug. 80.—Money on call was
sasy at 2@38 per cent., the last loan being
st 2 per cent.; closing offered at 3 percent.

The stock market to-day was more active
thau on any day this week and the busi-
ness more evenly distributed, thongh the
same stocks led in the dealings and monop-

olized the interest in the trading. The
Northern Pacitic deal was still the great

subjeet of conversation this morn-
ing. but the buying seemed to

have Dbeen  transferred from  the
preferred to the common stock and the

former failed to score any advance &3 the
result of the day’s operations. The grang-

ers took & more prominent place in the
market, and were helped by a number of

circumstances, St. Panl being strong on
rumors of a meeting called to act upon the
question of a dividend upon the preferred
stock, and Northwestern advanced mate-
rially with the help of large bnynﬂ; orders
from: Chicago, said to be induced by in-
formation of new steps taken lookiug to
the removal of Chicago, Burlington &
Northern as a disturbing factor in the
Northwest. The report that the per cent-
age of operating expenses on_the
Burlington & Quincy had been reduced
to 55 per cent. was the principal favorable
influence in that stock, and Rock Island
moved up ou large gains in the earnings for
August. Reading became_ very prominent
again in the afternoon, and rumors that in-
eiders had stated that the earnings would
show np more favorably from this time and
the buying in the stock was largely by
parties who have for a long time held aloof
from the stock. The trusts also showed
more life later in the day, both Lead and
Cotton Oil advancing fractionally. There
was somé foreign bnying, buat it was
not of special importance at any time
of the day, and the demaund for
stocks was met by free realizations
throughout the day. The *“bulls” were
very aggressive, however, and no weakness
was shown at any period except just at the
close. The opening was somewhat irregu-
lar, but generally higher, with Northern
Pacific and Atchison in the lead. Material
improvement was made in the first hour.
The advance, however, continued until
near 1 p. M., the grangers, Louisville, Read-
ing and trusts hein%eespecxally prominent.
The market then became less active, and
prices fluctuated back and over a narrow
range nntil the IAst honr, when the realiza-
tions began to tell upon aquotations, and
small fractional losses were sustained. The
close was dull and rather heavy, but
at material advances over last night.
Almost the entire active_list is higher to-
night, and Louisviile & Nashwville is np 13g
8t.

TRADING AT CHICAGO.

The Ups and Downs of the Market, with the
Range in Prices of Leading Articles.

CHICAGO, Aug. 50.—A smaller volume of
business was transacted in the wheat mar-
ket, and prices averaged a hittle lower for
all futures. ‘The excitement in provisions
detracted largeiy from the interest in
wheat and most of the professional traders
iu the latter held very pronounced bearish
views. “Bear” influences dominated the
pit, in fact, from first to Iast, and so largely
in excess of the dewand wero the offerings
shat it looked at times as though the mar-
ket was going all to pieces. It was chiefly
me-man power that held it, the purchases
of December, at 8%, 7%, by a prominent
operator aggregating & million bushels, ac-
cording to his own statement. The weather
and publie cables again worked together in
favor of lower prices, Liverpool noted a

decline of 1d in spot wheat and %d in
futures, with the market duil. Flour was
also reported 8d lower, and London cables
were of a similar import, Paris alone
showed improvement in valunes for bread-
stuifs. Outside domestic markets were
tending down, New York lead-
ing in the weakness, The cask
market here lesa active

and averaged h@ﬁor::u for all grades.

Srecnlation was of a light sealping order
all day and closing prices for futures were
squarely on the bottom. Based on yester-
day’s closings there was a net loss of 5@ 340
on deliveries beyond August. A rod
speculative and a fair shipping husiness
was transacted in corn. The feeling de-
veloped was but a continuation of that
which has existed the past few days and
transactions were at still lower prices
The exceptionally fine weather and the
continued liberal receipts are the chief
bearish influences which affect the market.
The market opened 'g@ 4¢ lower than yes-
terday’s closing prices, eased off 3¢, ruled
steadier and closed 14 @3¢ lower than yes-
terday. Oats were moderately act-
ive and weaker, There was
good unloading by “longs.” especially for
Aungust and September delivery, which de-
clined 3ge. The more deferred futures,
while weak, were only ls@l4c lpwer. in
sympathy with the others. Unusually
heavy trading was reported in mess pork,
Prices ruled very urep‘nlar. fluctnated
widely, and advanced fully %105 on the
whole range. Outside fignres were not
fully supported, however, and prices set-
tled back #0@45¢, and closed rather tame.
More was doing in the lard market, and
the feeling was stronger. Prices were ad-
vanced .10@,15¢, but the appreciation was
not fally n!lppnrted. Trading was quite
brisk in the market for short ribs. Prices
were advanced .15@.1719¢, but the appreci-
ation was not fully supported. The lead-
ing futures ranged as follows.

DUN & CO.'S WEEKLY REVIEW.

Money Tightness Somewhat Relleved—A
Marked Improvement in Iron.

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s
weekly reviow of trade says: “Last week’s
suggestions in regard to the monetary situ-
ation have been entirely sustained by the
events of the past week. Those who held
large amounts of government bonds were
induced to sell freely at prices formerly
paid by the Treasury, which has thus been
enabled to pay out about £20,000,000 for
bonds. But these heavy disbursements
have u'nrcely changed at all the market for
commercial paper here, at Bostou, or at

Philadelphia, though specunlation has been
rendered more active, and sharpadvances in

stocks and wheat have resulted. The See-
retary’s belief that bonds, toa large amonut,

conld be obtained at the prices offered has
been justified, and he Las done what he
could under the law ta prevent monetary
pressure, But the money disbursed seems
likely to relieve speculative rather than

commercial needs, at least nntil other oper-
ations besides the one in government bonds
have been liquidated. Stocks bave ad-
vanced just $2.50 per share in a week, and
1,200,000 shares Lave been sold already at
the rising prices. As yet the money for
bouds has not actually gone out of the
treasury, and its cash holdings are a little
larger than & week ago, but its deposits in
bank are half a million less.

Business in all parts of the country con-
tinues to improve with the stimuius of
large erops. Chicago reports immense in-
crease in receipts of grain and provisious
with ecousiderable gain in sales o
dry goods and clothing. Milwaunkee finds
trade improving; at Detroit and St. Paul
Frevioun improvement is maintained; at

ymaha business is very good, and thongh
trade at Kansas City 18 rather quiet, l%w
demand for money is enlarging. At Clove-
land and Pittsburg the iron business is ex-
panding, and at Philadeiphia improvement
1s noted in wool, groceries, iron and steel,
and their products, aud in coal, with good
trade in drugs and chemicals, and tobaceo,
At Boston sales of wool are larger, reach-
ing 2,100,000 pounds for the week, and the
goods trade is large, with prices well main-
tained. A heavy demand for export 15 ob-
served in leather, and large bnilufiug opera-
tions make the lmmber trade more active,

The situation in the iron induostry is sur-
prisingly encouraging, for a weekly pro-
duction hardly ever surpassed appears to
be met by a wonderful demand, although
deliveries of ratls continne below last year's,
The Teunnessee Coal and Iron Company
gives notice of an advance of 35 cents in its

prices for pig-iron, and the rise in the price
of coke at Pittsburg insnres some advance
in pig-iron there, while bar, plate and
structural iron are in strong demand, and
the works betier employed than they have
been for several years. Woel is not yet
freely taken by manufacturers at current
prices. The high price and inferior quality
of cotton embarrasses manufacturers, but a
large new supply is now at hand.

The interior mouney markets are so well
supplied that the lack of supply for com-
mercial purposes at the chief Eastern cit-
ies is the more noticeable. At iMilwaukee
there is more activity and a strdpg'demand,
and at Chicago the demand is good, but in
general the supply 18 ample at the usual
rates. Collections are improving at Oma-
ha, and rather better at Philadelphia, but
at most poiuts the absence of complaint is
uoteworthf. The movement of money
through the Treasury to the interior con-
tinues, and would doubtless have caused
some pressure here, but for the liberal sales
of bonds. While the Bank of England has
raised its rate of discount,” thus
evincing a dispesition | y to pre-
vent any outflow of go this
country, the sales of/ commerci bills
against cotton and othér crops have been
large and the exports ffom New Yoérk for
four weeks exceed last year’s by nearly
22 per cent., the increase on imports being
a little larger. In the specunlative markets
the general tendency has been toward
lower prices, though wheat advanced on
extravagant reports of shortuess in Euro-
pean crops. But the average of prices for
all comodities is about 1 per cent. lower
than a week ago, and even in wheat the
later sales indicate a declining tendency,
as in other grain and provisions.

The business failures number 211, as com-
pared with 206 last week, and 213 the week
previons.

Keeping Pickhes.

American Agricultuarist

Remove one head from a cider barrel and
cut a square holein it large enough to ad-
mit one end of a pipe made of four boards
{:mncd together., One of these boards musst

e short enongh at the lower end to afford
a side opening. Stand the barrel in the
cellar, or where it is to remain, put in the
pipe (letting its lower end rest on the bLot-
tom of the barrel) and then fit it to the
head in such a way that it will hold the

ipe in place, Now fill the

arrel with strong brine, compiete-
ly covering the top head. A fol-
fower must be cut ont and udlled
to the end of a broom-handle, and when it
is desired to put the cucumbers inthe brine
they are pushed down the pipe with the
foliower until the orifice at the bottom is
reached, when they will dloat off into the
brime and rise to the top, nnder the cover.
The advantage of this arraugement is that
the pickles are never allowed to come i1n
contact with the air, and the seum can ba
removed from the barrel on any occasion.
In the fall, when the weather becomes
cold, draw oft the brine thrun%h a spile at
the bottom and {ill the barrel with fresh
water to soak out the excess of salt. When
the pickles are sufficiently freshened, draw
the water and put iu vinegar.
